Families and friends of a 
1989 John Glenn High School 
graduate are expected to offer 
a $5,000 reward for informa- 
tion leading to the where- 
abouts of Jeff Elkins who has 
been missing since Dec. 23. 

Elkins, who was last seen at 
his uncle’s home in Dansville 
in Ingham County where he 
was living, was expected at his 
father Garry Elkins’ Christmas 
Eve party in Westland, but 
never appeared. 

The 21-year-old was last 
seen by his uncle at approx- 
imately 3:15 p.m. Wednesday, 
according to Debbie Stubbs, a 
relative who was answering 
questions from media officials. 

“His uncle was leaving to go 
to the bank and to run errands 
and Jeff was about to get into 
the shower,” Stubbs said. “His 
uncle asked him if he would 
still be home when he re- 
turned and Jeff told him he 
would. 

“When his uncle came home 
he noticed Jeff had taken his 
duffel bag with about three 
days worth of clothes,” Stubbs 
said. “We also knew that he 
was planning to stop at Twelve 
Oaks Mall in Novi and then 
was going on to meet a girl- 
friend at a bar in Redford 
Township.” 

The girlfriend waited until 


the bar closed, but Elkins 
never appeared, according to 
Stubbs. 

The following day Elkins 
was expected at his father’s 
house at approximately 2 p.m., 
Stubbs said. Hours went by 
and he still didn’t arrive. Fam- 
ily members became con- 
cerned and started to call 
relatives and friends to locate 
the former Westland resident. 

“We even got in the car and 
retraced his steps from In- 
gham County to here,” Stubbs 
said. “We have done that sev- 
eral times and many different 
people have retraced his 
steps.” 

During the weekend, family 
members thought they may 
have located Elkins when they 
received a phone call from po- 
lice that a man matching 
Elkins’ description was se- 
verely beaten and hospitalized 
at the University of Michigan 
Hospital. After arriving at the 
hospital, they learned that it 
was not Elkins. 

“Police said (Monday) that 


they have a list of tips which 
they are checking out,” Stubbs 
said. 

The case is being investi- 
gated by police officials at the 
Ingham County Sheriffs De- 
partment. 

“We have received several 
leads,” said Ingham County 
Sheriff’s Department Sgt. 
Vicki Freeman. “We also have 
more to check out. 

“We can say at this time that 
there is no indication of foul 
play,” Freeman said. “We have 
also retraced his route in In- 
gham County.” 

Information regarding 
Elkins’ description and a de- 
scription of his blue 1986 Ford 
EXP have been entered into 
the Law Enforcement Informa- 
tion Network which is mon- 
itored by law enforcement 
officials throughout the coun- 
try, according to Freeman. 

“Since then we have re- 
ceived many leads, but when 
we check them out it turns out 
to be someone else or a differ- 
ent vehicle,” Freeman said. 


Freeman added that miss- 
ing person reports are submit- 
ted several times a year and 
that many times the person 
wasn’t missing. 

Family members and 
friends of Elkins insist that it 
would be unlikely that Elkins 
would just leave. 

“We have talked to friends 
and family and they stated this 
is unusual behavior for Jeff.” 

As of Monday afternoon, 
friends and family were busy 
organizing an effort to find 
their loved one. 

More than 2,000 fliers were 
being prepared to be distrib- 
uted throughout the area, ac- 
cording to Stubbs. 

“Many of his friends are get- 
ting together to pass out 
fliers,” Stubbs said. “The flier 
will also include a color photo 
of Jeff and a color photo of his 
car." 

Friends were also choosing 
locations along the path Elkins 
would have followed to his fa- 
ther’s home in Westland. 

"We are going to back track 
again even though we’ve done 
that several times already," 
Stubbs said. “We have even 
been riding on the shoulder 
with hazard lights on.” 

The license plate number 
on Elkins’ vehicle is 482 ZMH.

Flow meters sold to Van Buren Township

The Romulus City Council 
approved the sale of six flow 
meters to Van Buren Township 
for $21,000 Monday night. 

Department of Public Works 
Director James Panos recom- 
mended the sale of the flow 
meters at a price of $3,500 
each. The meters are used to 
monitor the sanitary sewer 
flow. 

Panos had earlier recom- 
mended that the money col- 
lected in the sale be used to 
help defray some of the costs 
of the pending Smith Road 
water main replacement 


program. 

The Smith Road piping will 
be replaced early in 1993 
because of the repeated water 
line breaks this fall. 

In a related matter, the 
council also set a study 
session-public hearing date of 
6:30 p.m. Jan. 4. 1993 for the 
purpose of discussing water- 
sewer ordinance amendments. 

The City Council members 
also supported Panos’ recom- 
mendation that the bids for a 
power sweeper be rejected. 

The sweeper was to be used 
for maintaining the floors of 
the DPW garage. Panos said. 
Since the DPW facilities will 
be relocated soon because of 


Metro Airport expansion, 
Panos urged the bid rejection 
and a ‘review of bid specifica- 
tions after we better know the 
needs of the new facility.* 

A disappointed Bill 
Bukowski, regional manager of 
Clarke American- Lincoln of 
Madison Heights, wrote a let- 
ter to Romulus City Finance 
Coordinator Lynn Conway 
complaining that Panos’ bid 
specifications 'are restrictive 
to one manufacturer’s 
machine. They do not even 
come close to being represen- 
tative of the competitive bid 
process. 

Bukowski said his firm 
offered a 'bid which is being 


submitted under protest based 
upon the restrictive 
specifications.* 

Panos also submitted a let- 
ter explaining his side of the 
bid issue. '1 take serious 
exception to what Mr. 
Bukowski states in his letter 
relative to the above men- 
tioned bid.' 

Panos said two possible 
dates (Nov. 26-27) mentioned 
for a Clarke American Lincoln 
inspection were city holidays 
and no one would be working 
and that meeting Nov. 30 
would not give the bidders 
enough time to meet the bid 
deadline. 


Airport growth 
meeting planned

While a ‘hot line* set up by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally to 
answer citizen calls on Metro 
Airport expansion issues has 
malfunctioned, McAnally and 
members of the City Council 
moved Monday night to set up 
a special public meeting early 
in the new year so that Deputy 
Wayne County Executive Mic- 
hael Duggan can return and 
talk directly to Romulus 
residents. 

McAnally had implemented 
the special phone number last 
week and the number was pub- 
lished last Thursday in the 
Romulus Roman newspaper. 

‘I know we have received 
some calls on it,‘ McAnally 
said Monday, ‘but unfor- 
tunately due to technical diffi- 
culties with the entire City 
Hall phone system, they have 
not been recorded.* 

Because of the twin-holiday 
weeks, McAnally said, repairs 
to the recording portion of the 
City Hall phone lines probably 
won’t be made immediately. 

But Mayor pro tern Mary 
Ann Banks reported both she 
and McAnally had received 
numerous calls since Duggan 
appeared before the City 
Council members earlier in 
December. 

Banks asked the city clerk’s 
office to prepare a letter for 
Duggan, inviting him to return 
as early as possible in 1993 to 
inform the Romulus citizens 
about plans Wayne County has 
to aid city residents suffering 
from airport noise situations. 

McAnally suggested that the 
clerk, ‘make sure he brings his 
maps with him. 1 

The maps McAnally 
referred to were computerized 
residential zones that dis- 
played the areas where Wayne 
County was offering a three- 
level plan to homeowners for 
the next decade. 

Because it was only a 
computerized version, Duggan 


explained at the Romulus City 
Council meeting, the maps did 
not detail exact streets or 
neighborhoods impacted by 
the airport noise coverage 
plan. 

But it did show general 
areas that would be involved, 
Duggan said, and he hoped 
that the exact Romulus streets 
would be detailed by the sum- 
mer of 1993. 

Those homes impacted by 
extreme airport noise factors 
would be offered three 
options, Duggan said, 
including: 

• A buyout of the residential 
property by Wayne County. 

• Soundproofing of the 
home paid by the county. 

• A 10-year property assur- 
ance guarantee that would 
have the county make up any 
financial loss at real estate 
selling time that was attributa- 
ble to airport noise. 

That portion of the meeting 
is causing the most concern 
among citizens, according to 
McAnally. 

The exact structure of the 
public meeting remains ten- 
uous, as is the time and loca- 
tion of such a meeting. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry also asked that County 
Commissioner Bryan Amann 
be invited to the meeting. 

Since the City Council meet- 
ing with Duggan, a number of 
county-owned homes that have 
been boarded up in Romulus 
have been prioritized for 
demolition. 

Duggan had been told by 
Fire Chief William Greenslait 
that several of the boarded up 
homes had been hit by appar- 
ent arsonists in recent months, 
creating unneeded financial 
costs to the city and potential 
physical hazards for local 
firemen. 

The boarded up homes are 
located on Wahrman Street, 
Northline Road, Eureka Road, 
Goddard Road and South 
Wayne Road. 


Asbestos lawsuit 
postponed by city

An asbestos property dam- 
age cost recovery suit by the 
City of Romulus against Keene 
Building Products Corp. is 
being reconsidered on the 
advice of the city legal 
counsel. 

Romulus is planning to have 
the asbestos in both City Hall 
and the Public Library 
removed next spring and was 
contemplating having an 
action brought against the 
New York based company 
which originally installed the 
material in an effort to 
retrieve part of the cost 
But attorney Philip J. Good- 
man of the Simpson and Berry 
law firm of Birmingham has 
warned Mayor Beverly 
McAnally that, Keene’s finan 
cial condition is quite precar- 
ious and therefore we would 
not be willing to pursue a case 
where the likelihood of collec 
tion is uncertain.* 

Goodman explained. Keene 
has been a target defendant in 
most asbestos related per 
sonal injury lawsuits around 
the country and its resources 
to pay claims have been sen 


ously depleted.’ 

But Goodman said it would 
be wise to send the Keene firm 
a certified letter stating that 
they were welcome to inspect 
and test the two Romulus 
buildings prior to the asbestos 
removal. 

McAnally said that is the 
action the city plans to take 
prior to the removal of the 
asbestos in 1993.

Murders 
continue 
to haunt 
local 
police 

Someone 
knows 
Jane Doe 


Someone knows the identity 
of Jane Doe, Case 17903, but so 
far no one has stepped forward 
to provide the name of the wo- 
man whose body was discov- 
ered in Monroe County six 
years ago. 

In the winter of 1986, 
hunters stumbled across the 
remains of a woman in an area 
known as the Exeter Township 
Dump, off Hivon Road, near 
Rawsonville Road. 

One item of the woman’s ap- 
parel links her with Sumpter 
Township. At the time of her 
death, she was wearing a black 
tank top with lace around the 
arms and the name “Golden 
Eagle Bar” written on it in yel- 
low letters. The bar, located on 
Bemis Road near Haggerty 
Road, has changed its name in 
recent years. 

After the body was discov- 
ered, Monroe County investi- 
gators followed the lead to the 
Sumpter Township bar, but 
were unable to gain any infor- 
mation about the unidentified 
woman. 

Police are not sure how the 
woman died, but an examina- 
tion of her body revealed that 
she suffered a broken jaw and 
a broken bone in her arm try- 
ing to prevent blows to her 
head. 

Forensic experts have de- 
termined that she was bet- 
ween 45 and 55 years old at the 
time of her death. She was bet- 
ween 5 feet 3 and 5 feet 6, and

had brown hair. She wore den- 
tures and the upper plate was 
made of porcelain. 

She had a muscular build, 
and may have been a farm or 
factory worker, the forensic ex- 
perts said. They also deter- 
mined that she had a sinus 
problem and a lower back 
problem. She had suffered a 
broken wrist and nose earlier 
in her life. The woman had 
given birth to at least one 
child. 

Recently, a laboratory sci- 
entist made a clay model of 
what the unidentified victim 
may have looked like. Monroe 
County police hope that the 
model will provide a clue to 
the woman’s identity.

Police believe that some-

Flight attendent's 
brutal slayer sought

Romulus authorities have 
received more than 1,400 leads 
in the brutal rape and murder 
of 41-year-old Northw r est Air- 
lines Flight Attendant Nancy 
Jean Ludwig in a Romulus ho- 
tel on Feb. 18, 1991. But, nearly 
two years following her death, 
her killer has yet to be found. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder, who is providing the 
day-to-day follow-up on the 
most famous unsolved murder 
in the city, said the most recent 
query was by Nevada police 
who sent a blood sample from 
a man who resembled a police 
sketch of a suspect in Ludwig’s 
death. 

While nothing concrete has 
developed from any of the 
clues received by local police, 
Snyder said, the case is any- 
thing but dormant 

The reward offered for the 
arrest and conviction of Lud- 
wig’s killer, Snyder said, now 
totals $80,000. Some of the 
amount is being sponsored by 
the airline itself, some from 
various Teamster union 
groups and some from the vic- 
tim’s widower, Arthur Ludwig 
of Minnetonka, Minn. 

Ludwig remains active in 
the investigation, Snyder said, 
and is working with police con- 
stantly in an effort to find his 
wife’s killer. 

The spellbinding murder 
mystery has been featured on 
a number of television pro- 
grams including Inside Edition 
and Current Affair, Snyder 
said. Usually following such 
telecasts, there is a flurry of 
phone calls regarding the case 
at police headquarters. 

Ludwig reportedly reached 
the Hilton Airport Inn about 9 
o’clock the night she was mur- 
dered and was found with her 
throat slashed and stripped of 
all her clothes and possessions 
about 12:30 p.m. the next day. 

Ludwig’s mouth was taped 
and her arms bound by her at- 
tacker, Snyder said. 

The investigation got off to a 
slow start because the killer 
took everything from Ludwig’s 
room, including all her 
clothes, jewelry and personal 
and professional identifica- 
tion.

Ludwig was ultimately iden- 
tified through fingerprints au- 
thorities matched up with her 
airline records, Snyder said. 
Her husband then later pos- 
itively identified her body. 

Police artists sketched two 
men known to have been in the 
area at the time of Ludwig’s ar- 
rival at the hotel. One was a 
fellow shuttle bus rider, who 
reportedly kept staring at Lud- 
wig as they rode to the hotel. 
The other was a man who 
looked out of place at the ho- 
tel, according to witnesses, be- 
cause he was carrying out 
luggage that resembled that 
owned by Ludwig. 

Despite the fact other rooms 
on the same floor as Ludwig’s 
were occupied that night, no 
one reported hearing anything 
strange, Snyder said. 

Police remain convinced 
that Ludwig did not know her 
killer. A flight attendant for 14 
years, she rarely had plane 
lay-overs in Romulus.

Decade-long search fails to find reserve officer's slayer

A decade-long search for 
the slayer of a Van Buren 
Township reserve police offi- 
cer continues with the hope 
that information will surface 
to bring the gunman to justice. 

Van Buren Township detec- 
tives have keep the case open 
for almost 10 years hoping to 
solve the slaying of 24-year-old 
Wayde Clemons. 

The victim, who was shot to 
death in a house on Ecorse 
Road, was described by police 
as quiet, easy-going, well liked 
and popular with women. 
Clemons had tried out for the 
short-lived Michigan Panthers 
football team and was re- 
ported to have been interested 
in a boxing career. 

He had lived in Westland at 
one time, and had friends in 
Wayne, Westland, Romulus 
and other western Wayne 


County communities. 

Clemons had been a weight 
lifter and was in excellent 
physical condition. The 6-foot, 
3-inch man, who weighed 237 
pounds, had worked as a 
bouncer at a local lounge and 
was reported to have been the 
bodyguard of a Van Buren 
Township man in whose home 
he resided. 

Some time during the morn- 
ing hours of April 24, 1983, an 
unknown gunman pumped six 
.38-caliber bullets into the 
head, face, back and arms of 
Clemons as he was sleeping. 

Lt. Kenneth Brooks, one of 
the officers who originally in- 
vestigated the case, noted that 
each year a team of detectives 
re-opens the case and attempts 
to put the pieces together. 
Brooks said members of 
Clemons’ family periodically 
contact Van Buren Township 
police to find out if any new 
information has been found 


about the slaying. 

Police do not believe 
Clemons was a drug user, but 
many of his friends and ac- 
quaintances were involved 
with narcotics. 

Two of Clemons’ acquain- 
tances, Johnny Duane Fields 
and Timothy A. Greenfield, 
both 24, were shot to de'jth 
during the same year Jjffjit 
Clemons was killed. FiSrs 
body was found in the trunk of 
a car in Ypsilanti Township 
and Greenfield’s body was dis- 
covered in the truck of a car in 
Pittsfield Township. 

Two individuals told police 
a short time before the slaying 
that Clemons had told them 
that he wanted to get out of the 
Ecorse Road house where he 
was shot. One friend said 
Clemons said something had 
scared him and made him ner- 
vous. 

The Van Buren Township 
lieutenant believes an inci- 


dent that occurred two weeks 
before the slaying may hold 
the key to the case. It was re- 
ported that three white males 
had argued with the homeo- 
wner about a ring and threat- 
ened him with bat. According 
to witnesses, two of the men 
threatened to shoot the ho- 
meawner. A black man, pre- 
sumably Clemons, came out of 
the house and the confronta- 
tion broke off. 

On the night before the slay- 
ing, Clemons and a group of 
friends went to three bars in 
Westland. At one bar, fre- 
quented by motorcyclists, the 
group had a confrontation with 
several men who resented 
Clemons, a black man, being in 
the bar. 

When the bar closed early 
Sunday morning, Clemons and 
the Ecorse Road homeowner 
went to a restaurant on Be- 
lleville Road and the Inters- 
tate- 94 Service Drive. Clemons 


was observed leaving between 
5 and 5:30 a.m. 

At 11:30 a.m., a friend at- 
tempted to call Clemons. No 
one answered the phone and 
the friend left a message on 
the tape. About 3 p.m., the ho- 
meowner returned to the 
house. He reported to police 
that the house had been ran- 
sacked and he found Clemons’ 
bullet-riddled body in the bed- 
room. He waited an hour be- 
fore calling police at 4:07 p.m. 

Police found the house had 


been ransacked and the victim 
was still covered up in bed, as 
if he had been surprised by his 
attacker. 

Clemons’ badge and police 
hat were in plain view on the 
dresser, and police believe the 
killer must have been aware 
that he was shooting a law en- 
forcement officer.

Series of rape-murders still unsolved in Inkster

While a special task force 
made up of FBI agents and a 
veteran Inkster detective si- 
lently go about their work to 
find the answer, the question 
of who raped and killed four 
Inkster women remains 
hnuntingly unanswered. 

Inkster police have been 
frustrated in their efforts to 
find the killer or killers re- 
sponsible for the brutal slay- 
ings of the women, who were 
young, attractive black fe- 
males that frequented Inkster 


and area bars. 

None of the task force mem- 
bers will comment on the pro- 
gress of their investigation. If 
fact, they deny that a task force 
exists. 

The string of rape-murders 
in Inkster began in February 
of 1989 when the body of 30- 
year-old Glenda Berdelle 
Tatum was discovered near 
the apartment she occupied in 
the 3800 block of Ash Street, in 
the southwest corner of the 
city. She had been sexually as 
saulted and strangled. 

Then, on June 14 of the 
same year, the semi -nude body 


of Kim Beatty Rochelle was 
found by two children playing 
in a vacant lot located in the 
3600 block of Walnut Street. 

Unlike the Highland Park 
serial killer who made an at- 
tempt to hide his victim’s 
bodies, the killer in the Inkster 


murders left his victims on the 
streets on in clear view. 

At the time, police believed 
they were looking for a man. 
who drove a dark van and had 
an affliction toward black wo- 
men. 

Rochelle also was raped 


and strangled, according to the 
Wayne County Medical Exam- 
iner. 

The third in the series of 
rape-strangulation homicides 
was a 28-year- old Inkster resi- 
dent Police identified her as 
Linette Bolding, whose body 
was found in the Cherry/ 
Walnut street area. The victim 
resided in the 3000 block of 
Henry Street 

All three of the victims, ac- 
cording to police records, were 
known prostitutes 

But the fourth victim. Renee 
Kendrick, didn’t fit the mode 
of the other three victims She 


was a motel employee and 
didn’t have a criminal record. 

Kendrick's body was stuffed 
under a mattress in a vacant 
house, and her killer lit a fire 
apparently hoping to cover up 
the homicide. Police said that 
the victim died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning and may 
have been alive when the fire 
started The incident went into 
the police ledgers on Jan 14. 
1990 as a rape homicide.

900 local jobs

With the closing of the Trans 
Jones firm, including the 
Romulus Jones Transfer 
branch operations, more than 
900 Michigan jobs reportedly 
were lost. 

How many jobs disappeared 
in Romulus is unclear at this 
moment, because of the office 
closings and the holiday 
season. 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said the city has not 
been notified of the closing, 
but will be if Jones Transfer 
files for bankruptcy. Trans 
Jones is listed as one of thte 
largest minority-owned busi- 
nesses in the state. 

A call to the Jones main 
office in Monroe provided only 
a recorded message that Jones 
office is closed for the holidays 
and will open on Jan. 4. 

But Jones employees were 
notified of their layoffs on Dec. 
18. Company officials stated 
that the insurance had been 
terminated and a new policy 
has not been obtained from 
any other insurer. 

A pre-Christmas company 
statement explained, ‘We 
expect a bankruptcy filing 
shortly.* It also contained a 
suggestion that company 
employees cash their last pay- 
checks ‘immediately.*

The firm also had statewide 
branches in Taylor, Adrian, 
Flint, Grand Rapids and 
Saginaw. It also has operations 
in Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky 
and Tennessee. 

White reported that the 
company had been operating 
at a slight profit, until an 
expected retro-active bill of 
$1.7 million for workers com- 
pensation insurance arrived in 
May followed by a $2 million 
increase in annual premiums 
in September.

In search 

of stardom 

Westland resident 
takes center stage 
on Star Search

He said he is living the American dream. He owns a house, 
has two cars, a beautiful wife and a daughter. 

It really doesn’t phase Westland resident Chris Badynee that 
he recently obtained the opportunity to perform with his band, 
the Skeleton Crew, on Star Search and won six out of the eight 
competitions. 

Badynee said he is just a regular guy who enjoys life to the 
fullest. 

“This is just something, that evolved that I’m doing,” Badynee 
said. “I had no concept that I would be playing in a band one 
day.” 

Badynee, who is a Dearborn mailman and a bass player in the 
band, said the Skeleton Crew was two wins away from capturing 
the $100,000 prize money. They did, however, collect a $5,000 
check. 

“We won the $5,000 by getting into the semi-finals,” Badynee 
said. “After everything was over, we each made $550. But, that’s 
not all we received. It took 18 days to compete eight times, and 
all our expenses including air and hotel were paid for in Or- 
lando, Fla. 

“We had a beautiful suite. It was a lot of fun, but it was also a 
lot of work.” 

The Skeleton Crew was selected by Star Search officials after 
they competed with more than 1,000 bands in Dearborn, accord- 
ing to Badynee, 

“We were sending demo tapes to various record labels in 
January of this year,” Badynee said. “One guy wrote back and 
said our stuff wasn’t good enough for his labels, but we should 
try Star Search. 

“We at first took it as an insult. It turns out, this guy contacted 
Star Search himself, and one day we got a call from someone 
connected with Star Search who told us about the auditions.” 

The Skeleton Crew is an alternative folk band, according to 
Badynee. He said when the group auditioned, they were the 
oldest of the participants. Group members range in age from 27 
to 34 years old. 

“Wfe Saftuqfi y depided to tty out just for the heck of it,” Bad- 
ynee said. "We really didn't think we would be selected. They 
videotaped us, and the next thing we knew, we won the chance to 
go on the show.” 

Badynee said the plan was to win just won competition in 
order to get recognition. 

“We ended up winning six times,” Badynee said. “I have to say 
this is the most grueling experience I’ve been through. Since it’s 
taped, you have to wait for all the other acts to perform before 
you go on. Waiting was the hardest part. 


“We were there eight to 10 hours a day. Everyone would prac- 
tice on stage and take turns. It was really non competitive in the 
end. The best part was we all became very dear friends with the 
rest of the competitors because you had time to get to know 
them.” 

The Skeleton Crew performed their original piece We Ought to 
Know Better which earned them not only the praise of the all-star 
panel, but also resulted in their return to battle the reigning 
five-time champs. 

On their second time out, Skeleton Crew beat the champs, a 
.three-piece vocal group from Los Angeles. 

Badynee said Ed McMachon is just a regular guy like himself. 

“Before we left, we bought everybody presents,” Badynee 
said. “Although we didn’t win the big money, the experience was 
a gift in itself.” 

Besides Badynee, Skeleton Crew members consist of Bill Pil- 
ipchuk (lead vocals), Scott Christy (guitar/vocals), Russ Epker 
(lead guitar), Dan Hess (keys/guitar/vocals) and Greg TVler 
(drums/percussion). 

The group got together in 1991, according to Badynee. 

“Billy and Scott were with another group, Sweet Alley Bad- 
ynee said. “They were gigging a year before they called me. I was 
with the Cadillac Kids band. Me and Billy were buddies before. 


When his band broke up, we got together." 

Badynee said the major turning point in his life is when he 
realized that “life has been a waste of time.” 

“I decided that I wanted to play with this band because of all 
the talent that is in this band,” Badynee said. “We started re 
hearsing five or six times a week. We didn’t get a drummer until 
about six months ago. 

“We got to a point where we really wanted to expand our 
band. We now have a drummer who is actually a percussionist. 
He plays hands on skin.” 

The Skeleton Crew was working on a demo, recording a song 
for D.C. Drive’s Christmas compilation record. 

Although the group has been together for a short time, they’ve 
added up some impressive credits including landing opening 
gigs for Foreigner, Robert Palmer, The Smithereens and Kenny 
Loggins. The Skeleton Crew has also performed the National 
Anthem before The Piston’s and Tiger’s games. 

Would Badynee like to become a recording star in the future? 

“If I can do what I’m doing now, I’m happy,” Badynee said. “I 
love my job. I have enough work with the band to have my 
creative outlet Although I don’t think about becoming a big star 
one day, I wouldn’t turn down a record deal. That’s just a fantasy 
though.”

A Westland man was sen 
tenced earlier this month to 
four years in prison after being 
convicted of 27 counts of mail 
fraud, according to United 
States Attorney Stephen Mark 
man. 

Donald Keith Hurst, 42. re- 
ceived the sentence from U.S. 
Judge Nancy Edmunds. 

Markman stated that Hurst 
was convicted of submitting 
false accident claims to health 
insurance companies. 

“The scheme, which oper- 
ated between 1987 and 1989, 
involved persons signing up 
for student health insurance,” 
Markman said. “These appli 
cants falsely claimed to be stu- 
dents at various schools across 
the country.” 

After Hurst obtained cover- 
age, he and others would sub- 
mit false claims for medical 
bills usually the slightly al- 
tered hospital and doctor 
bills to different insurance 
companies, Markman added. 


"In most cases, the sup- 
posed hospital had, in fact, 
been closed for business, and 
the supposed doctor had, in 
fact, passed away,” Markman 
said. "The address used for the 
alleged students and alleged 
doctors were actually private 
mail box sendees.” 

The insurance scheme net- 
ted $75,000 in insurance pay- 
ments. Billings totaled 
approximately $150,000, ac- 
cording to Markman. 

Prior to sentencing, officials 
stated that Hurst attempted to 
mislead the court by telling 
the judge he was suffering 
from tuberculosis. 

“Judge Edmunds found that 
Mr. Hurst submitted false doc- 
uments to his pretrial sendees 
officer to convince the officer 
that he was under quaran- 
tine,” Markman said. “The 
trial was delayed out of con- 
cern that Mr. Hurst’s condition 
would create a health hazard.”

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3 to seek mayoral office in Westland

Westland residents can ex- 
pect a politically-active year in 
1993. 

In addition to the four seats 
that will be available on the 
city council, the mayoral race 
has already brought out two 
possible office seekers and 
one definite candidate. 

Mayor Robert Thomas was 
the first to announce that he 
definitely will be a candidate 
in the upcoming mayoral race. 

“My intent is to stay right 
here,” Thomas said. “You will 
definitely see me in the elec- 
tion.” 

Thomas’ four-year term ex- 
pires in January of 1994. 

Other possible candidates 
include two familiar faces - 
current Westland City Council 
President Charles Pickering 
and current council member 
Sandra Cicirelli. 

Pickering is no stranger to 
the mayor’s office. He served 
as mayor of Westland from 
1982 to 1986. 

“I am considering it,” Pick- 
ering said. “I’ve been talking to 
my supporters to get some 
feedback and so far it's been 
good.” 

Pickering, who has been a 
council member since 1988, 
believes there needs to be a 
change in the mayor’s office. 

“I do think there needs to be 
a change,” Pickering said. 

He believes the issue will 
develop once all of the candi- 
dates have been announced. 


Cicirelli also stated that she 
has considered entering the 
mayoral race. “Yes, I've been 
considering it, but I certainly 
haven’t finalized my plans 
yet,” Cicirelli said. 

Cicirelli’s council term ex- 
pires at the end of 1993 and 
even if she doesn’t enter the 
mayoral race, she will defi- 
nitely be a candidate in the 
council race, she confirmed. 

If Cicirelli is successful she 
would be the first woman 
mayor in the history of the city. 

Last summer Cicirelli, who 
is an attorney, and former 
Westland City Attorney Chuck 
Bokos were considered as re- 
placements for 18th District 
Court Judge Thomas Smith. 
Bokos was chosen. 

Cicirelli and Thomas 
agreed that development will 
continue to be a significant is- 
sue during the upcoming cam- 
paign. 

They are most concerned 
about the quality of future de- 
velopment. 

The mayor indicated that 
the race is expected to be 
lively. 

“I do expect it to be a pretty 
active and heated campaign,” 
Thomas said. “The citizens 
will see politics at its best in 
Westland and they will also 
see a lot of mudslinging.” 

The last mayoral campaign 
was brutal, but Thomas be- 
lieves that citizens are more 
educated about city issues 
now. 

“Last time we saw a lot of 
mean-spirited tactics, but most 
people have gotten an awful 


lot smarter since then,” 
Thomas added. 

The mayor and Pickering 
had some unkind words for 
each other. 

Thomas described Pick- 
ering’s mayoral term as being 
a “war zone.” 

“It was just like a war zone 
for four years,” Thomas said. 
“I really totally believe if he 
was elected mayor again, it 
would revert back to that type 
of government.” 

Pickering is not satisfied 
with Thomas’ administration 
either. 

“I believe he is stepping on 
good people who are involved 
in the community,” Pickering 
said. “I don't approve of the 
way he has treated people in 
the business community, the 
schools and many members of 
boards and commissions.” 

He is also concerned that 
the mayor has misused his 
privileges on the city cable 
channel 8 by using the channel 
to promote himself, he said.

We wish you... 

As is appropriate and traditional this time of year, we 
send our best wishes for the season to all our communities 
and our readers. 

But this year we would like to indulge in some rather 
sentimental and old fashioned good wishes for the special 
people in our area. 

As many of our readers know, our newspapers have 
marked more than 100 years of service to this community. 
These newspapers were here when the entire area was 
undeveloped and the only semblance of a town was in 
Belleville. Old issues of this publication, which date back 
into the 1880s, describe the events and the issues of those 
days with a flavor reminiscent of a much simpler time. Big 
news in those days was a train stopped on the tracks 
through town for a day while repairs were being made. 
This, of course, forced those wishing to get to the general 
store to drive their buggies or ride their horses all the way 
around the stopped machine. A major inconvenience. 

During World War I, this home-town newspaper brought 
neighbors up to date about the heroics, lives and deaths of 
those sent overseas-and announced many a war-time wed- 
ding. 

And looking back through the hundred years of service 
to the community which this newspaper has provided, the 
feeling of pride, the philosophy of local news first be- 
comes very clear. 

For a while a few decades past, when the newspaper 
fell out of family ownership and into the hands of a large 
corporation, that small-town pride and spirit was lost-but 
it appears again, stronger than ever during the past two 
decades or so. 

In looking through the old issues, we’ve found stories 
about the problems of the communities with millage elec- 
tions, taxes, construction and development and lack of 
money to provide municipal services. There have been 
scandals, crimes, hirings and resignations. There, chron- 
icled, are the births, deaths and marriages of our commu- 
nity. 

On these pages, one can find the history of our commu- 
nities both in the stories of the municipal actions and in 
the reports of the people who live there. We continue that 
tradition, each week, year after year and it is at this time 
we fully come to understand our charge and our mission. 

We consider ourselves fortunate indeed to serve these 
communities and to be a part of preserving the history 
which is unveiled each week. We treat our small-town 
news in a very big-time way and attach to it the importance 
that it deserves. Because it is important. More important, 
perhaps, to future historians and to those involved than 
many of the items one sees on the national news or in the 
daily press each day. 

This is the very history of this area and of this time. And 
our obligation and honor is to detail it for those we serve. 

We will attempt to continue this tradition, established 
before our time, through this next new year and for as long 
as we are able. We will then attempt to pass that same 
mantle on to those who may follow us here. 

Each of our communities is a shining treasure and we 
value and respect them more with each passing year we 
are allowed to continue to serve. 

So, sentimental as it may be, our wishes are for the 
happiness, peace and joy of all we serve.

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Somalia solutions 
suggested 

To the editor: 

For the second time in less 
than two years the United 
States has committed itself to 
concerted armed intervention 
of a foreign land. Recent evi- 
dence points also toward the 
conclusion that President Re- 
agan’s and President Bush’s 
cold-war foreign policies 
(1981-1989) induced America to 
invade Iraq after it had armed 
Iraq - even as close as 48 hours 
before Saddam Hussein in- 
vaded Kuwait. Now the U.S.’s 
commitment of almost 30,000 
troops to the devastated Re- 
public of Somaliland on the 
eastern coast of Africa fore- 
warns of another long- stand- 
ing and ominous involvement 
of American life and material, 
unless Mr. Bush’s myopic pol- 
icy makers see the folly of de- 
fining the U.S. mission as 
“strictly humanitarian” - a 
commitment, as one Republi- 
can critic blandly understates, 
as “not tightly defined.” 

America needs to define its 
goals, establish some defini- 
tive plans, otherwise it’s in for 
the treachery of the long haul. 
As Ollie said to Stan, “Well, 
this is another nice mess 
you’ve gotten me into." Only in 
this human comedy laughs 
have long since ceased as 
troops pack their duffel bags 
for 1,700 miles of Somali 
shores with its teeming starva- 
tion and ubiquitous violence. 

President Bush wants the 
U.S. out by Bill Clinton’s inau 
guration, but what should the 
U.S. do if it can’t extricate it- 
self by then? Should the U.S. 
citizenry ready itself for body 
bags on tarmacs and dismal 
media reports of the deadly 
dominoes of protracted mili- 
tary involvement? Or, should 
the U.S. more clearly delin 
eate its motivations and direc- 
tions in committing itself to 
sensible Somalian relief 
rather early in the rescue pro 
cess? 

Some Somali history first. 
From 1969 to 1977 Somalia and 
its dictator Siad Barre enjoyed 
the comfort of Soviet aid. Dur 
mg the conflict between Ethio- 
pia and Somalia in the late 70s 
the Soviets answered Ethio- 
pian requests for assistance 
and the USSR switched its al 
legiance In 1978, Somalia 
turned to the U.S whose cold 
war policies prompted Reagan 
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and later Bush to establish na- 
val installations in the port of 
Berbera so the U.S. could ob- 
serve action in the Persian 
Gulf and Indian Ocean. Un- 
kowningly, Somalia became a 
pawn in U.S.-Soviet cold-war 
politics, its doom cast in the 
machinations of a two- 
superpower struggle for world 
dominance. Ironically, 
Somalia became a base for the 
U.S. to watch another famous 
conflict evolving in Iran and 
Iraq only a few miles away. 

In the 80s to assist Siad 
Barre, The U.S. supplied 
Somalia with neat little M-198 
155mm howitzers, heavy-duty 
military masterpieces able to 
propel an 18-pound bullet al- 
most 48 miles. Other small 
weapons - those one views on 
national telecasts being toted 
by Somali teeny boppers - in- 
clude the 106mm M-40A1 re- 
coilless gun, the 105mm M-56 
field gun, and the AK-47 as- 
sault rifle, a nifty piece popu- 
lar even on American 
thoroughfares. Congress 
pressed the Republicans to 
cease weapons sales sometime 
in 1989, ironically, about the 
same time it stopped arming 
Iraq. 

For two or three years now 
the U.S. has abandoned and 
neglected Somalia. It has con- 
sciously worked in 1992 to en- 
courage limitation of 
humanitarian aid to Somalia: 
on January 23 it helped to tone 
down USN enthusiasm to re- 
solve political turmoil there 
and on March 17 it down- 
played the UN’s involvement 
in Somalian politics. An inter- 
esting question now: Is 
1992 1993 Somalia an innoc- 
uous pawn of world politics or 
the inadvertent victim of Pres- 
ident Bush’s neglect of foreign 
politics as America turned 
homeward in the election 
year? Take your pick. Six of 
one. half dozen of the other. 

Now Remer Tyson, a Detroit 
Free Press Africa correspon- 
dent. reports a young Somali 
thug saying the obvious: 
“We’re hiding the weapons. 
The Americans have to leave 
sometime.” And how can the 
U.S. solve this gang-mentality 
intransigence, still feed the 
starving, and complete its mis- 
sion? 

To combat these difficulties, 
the U.S. needs to formulate a 
Sornah plan designed to set 


clear direction for the U.S., a 
nation going through difficult 
transitions itself, moving away 
from old fustian cold-war poli- 
tics toward the new world of a 
Democratic administration 
which will ultimately pick up 
tabs from old debts and old di- 
lemmas. This plan should look 
forward to new and positive 
solutions in international poli- 
tics - cold-war politics (manip- 
ulation of people) replaced by 
new-world-order politics (aid- 
ing people), where the UN and 
the U.S. play different roles 
than they traditionally have in 
solving world problems. 

Let’s be realistic. With no 
government, infrastructure, 
police, banks, business, and in- 
dustry, it will take years to get 
Somalia back on its feet. The 
handwriting is on the wall for 
the U.S. in this first “new- 
world-order" adventure in this 
ravaged Horn of Africa nation. 
The graffiti reads: AMERICA! 
BE A LEADER! Unless long- 
range peace and order and 
some beginnings of prosperity 
are attained in Somalia, the 
wished-for quick fixes of a late 

1992 incursion and an early 

1993 departure will be like 
putting a Band-Aid on an AIDS 
patient. And, we fathers and 
mothers of American teen- 
agers do not want our precious 
youth murdered in careless 
military schemes, especially in 
the faraway land of Somali- 
land, whose people have tradi- 
tionally been regarded and 
described as simple farmers 
and gentle nomads and lovers 
of poetry.

Six local residents have 
been named to a citizens panel 
by United States Congressman 
William D. Ford.

Economic improvement is 
predicted for 1 993

With the economic down- 
turn being named as the nu- 
mber one campaign issue in 
the November election, it is no 
wonder that business owners 
and consumers are waiting 
anxiously the proposed “cure” 
promised by President-elect 
Bill Clinton. 

During his first 100 days in 
office, Clinton has promised to 
spur economic growth, create 
jobs, gradually reduce the 
budget deficit and alleviate 
the health care crisis. 

Economic experts have 
mixed opinions on the state of 
the economy. Most expect an 
upturn in the economy this 
spring, while others believe 
the signs of consumer confi- 
dence and the increase in 
sales are indications that the 
recession has already ended - 
perhaps, several months ago. 

Keith Bruder, of Keith 
Bruder Landscape Design, re- 
ported that business was good 
in 1992 and he expects an con- 
tinuation in 1993. 

“I had an excellent year - 
one of the best ever,” Bruder 
said. “Because more people 
stayed at home, they tended to 
spend money on improve- 
ments to their homes and 
grounds. Also, with lower in- 
terest rates, there was more 
money to spend,” Bruder said. 

“People have been playing 
the waiting game to see what 
will happen when the new 
President takes office. After 12 
years of the Reagan-Bush ad- 
ministrations, there will be 
changes that will affect the na- 
tion, the state and local com- 
munities. I’m optimistic, 
despite the fact that there still 
may be some craziness with 
adjustments by big busi- 
nesses,” Bruder said. 

Gary Sampson, a member of 
the Romulus Chamber of Com- 

“The U.S. is coming out of 


the recession, and I see a good 
spring. There will be a definite 
increase,” said Sampson, 
owner of Adventure Travel in 
Belleville. “One indication 
that the economy is picking up 
is that we’ve sold a lot of gift 
certificates for future trips in 
1992.” 

Meanwhile Bob Paulausky. 
an auto salesman for John 
Rogin Buick-Isuzu Inc. of 
Wayne, expects 1993 to be a 
better economic period than 
the past year. 

“My wife and I went to Las 
Vegas once or twice every year 
for many years, but we didn’t 
go the past two,” Paulausky 
said. 

“But,” he smiled, “we are 
going once or twice in 1993. 
Many people are showing a lot 
more financial confidence and 
are expressing positive feel- 
ings about the pending eco- 
nomic turnaround.” 

Paulausky, who has sold and 
leased cars for the past 17 
years, said the public mood 
seems to be cautiously opti- 
mistic. 

The ‘80s recession was 
tough because of the ex- 
tremely high interest rates, 
Paulausky said. However the 
‘90s recession is more across 
the employment board, he said 

“Car prices are much higher 
than a decade ago, but w'e still 
expect that car sales will im- 
prove in 1993,” he said. “The 
increase will not be dramatic, 
but there will be an increase.” 

Similar feelings were ex- 
pressed by Suncoast Travel 
agent Bridget Kelly, who ex- 
pects area residents to “spend 
more in 1993, but to do it cau- 
tiously.” 

A great many travel plans 
will include Las Vegas and 
Mexico, as well as seven-day 
cruises to the Caribbean resort 
areas, Kelly said. For couples 
and small groups with more 
time to travel, Kelly said, visits 
to Egypt and cruises down the 
Nile River are becoming popu- 
lar. 


John Mistak, vice president 
of Walter’s Appliances in Can 
ton Township, said despite the 
fear of auto plant closings, nu- 
merous shoppers are coming 
into the four store outlets and 
replacing all the family’s 
kitchen appliances at one 
time. 

“Or they are upgrading the 
family’s television to 35-inch 
screen models or larger, “ he 
said. 

“Now that the media has 
changed its tune on the eco- 
nomic outlook in the U.S., we 
are seeing most holiday spend 
ing. In fact, the week before 
Christmas has been unbeliev- 
able for sales. Shoppers flock 
to the malls early in the morn- 
ing and then come to stores 
like ours midday,” Mistak said. 

“Since the media Switched 
gears the day after the election 
and said economic factors are 
now growing more positive,” 
Mistak said, “we are seeing 
customers buying the more ex- 
pensive brands, knowing they 
w'ill get much better long-term 
service from them.” 

The exception to the posi- 
tive comments about 1993 
came from James Tousignant, 
a representative of All Rite No 
Fault Auto Insurance Agency 
in Wayne. 

Tousignant said he feels the 
economy “hasn’t hit bottom 
yet.” 

Tousignant, who formerly 
worked in the auto body busi- 
ness, said he still is seeing the 
spinoffs of auto plant layoffs. 
More and more people are 
having to change job styles like 
he did, he said, and also need 
“Plan B” job projects to keep 
them from going belly-up eco- 
nomically. 

Tousignant said many peo- 
ple are refinancing their 
house payments today “just so 
they can keep them” and sign 
on for car insurance to get the 
paperwork needed in case 
they get stopped by the police.

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Council refuses 
mayor’s request 

for copy machine

Members of the Westland 
City Council were not in the 
giving mood last Monday night 
when they unanimously de- 
nied Mayor Robert Thomas’ 
request to purchase a copier 
machine for his office. 

Thomas had requested a 
new copier machine, he said, 
because the one he currently 
has doesn’t function properly 
and he explained that the cost 
to maintain it could almost pay 
for the new machine. 

His request was met with 
criticism from council mem- 
ber Ken Mehl who told the 
mayor that he and his staff 
could walk next door to the 
clerk’s office to use the copier 
machine. 

“We spend so much money 
on copiers that it’s almost a 
laugh," Mehl said. 

Mehl was also critical of the 
$8,000 copier the mayor and 
his staff had chosen. He asked 
council member Glenn Ander- 
son, who originally favored the 
purchase, if the clerk’s office 
makes more copies than any 
other department in the city, 


alluding to the need for a ma- 
chine with the features re- 
quested by the mayor. 

Anderson agreed and then 
joined Mehl in questioning the 
need for such an elaborate 
copier machine. 

“The city clerk’s office 
doesn’t even have one of 
these,” Mehl said. “The other 
people in the building use the 
copier machine downstairs.” 

Thomas explained that his 
staff has also attempted to use 
the machine located in the 
clerk’s office, but because the 
demand is so great, they are 
forced to wait in line. 

Anderson questioned 
Thomas’ failure to request the 
funds for the copier machine 
during budget meetings ear- 
lier this year. 

When Thomas became 
mayor in 1990, he said the ma- 
chine left behind by the pre- 
vious administration was in 
poor shape. Rather than pur 
chase a new machine, he opted 
to purchase a machine from 
the building department for 
$800. He and his staff have 
used that copier machine 
since that time, he said.

Afler stating he would con- 
sider having school district of- 
ficials operate the latch key 
program, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas has 
changed his mind. 

The idea came after an al- 
leged assault of a youth at one 
of the 10 latch key sites within 
the school district and oper- 
ated by YMCA employees. 
Thomas stated in October that 
he would investigate eliminat- 
ing the YMCA program. 

Associate Superintendent 
of Instruction and Planning Dr. 
Norine Blake and Executive 
Director of Instruction Jim Ed- 
wards presented the results of 
a feasibility study completed 
to determine the impact of dis- 
continuing the YMCA program 
last week. 

“It’s my recommendation to 
the board that based upon cost 


we continue with the YMCA,” 
Edwards said. “It’s much less 
expensive than it would cost 
us to run it.” 

Approximately 247 families 
in the school district use the 
services provided by the 
YMCA latch key program, ac- 
cording to Edwards. 

After meeting with repre- 
sentatives from the YMCA, 
Thomas was still concerned 
about the employees hired to 
work with students before and 
after school. 

“When it comes to person- 
nel, we will have some say in 
anyone they hire and when it 
comes to dismissing anyone we 
would have say in that, too,” 
Thomas said. “We would have 
some say in what is done in the 
classroom, too.” 

Thomas said he is opposed 
to a babysitting service and 
wants students to have activ- 
ities offered to them while 
they are at the latch key site.

School officials are also in- 
terested in expanding the pro- 
gram which YMCA officials 
found acceptable. 

“They are more than happy 
in participating to expand the 
program,” Edwards said. “It is 
our intent to try and provide 
latch key sites at schools 
throughout the district.” 

The cost of the program is 
also a concern for school dis- 
trict officials, Edwards stated. 
“We need to offer a program 


that almost anyone can af- 
ford,” Edwards said. 

YMCA Director Richard 
Pawlowski agreed with the 
recommendation that families 
of all incomes be provided the 
opportunity to join the pro- 
gram. 

“No one will be denied ac- 
cess because of lack of funds,” 
Pawlowski said. “We want to 
work with the school district 
and we want to build a bigger 
and better program.”

Lexus joins race to the top

Edsel Ford, great-grandson 
of the auto pioneer and cur 
rent director of the Ford Motor 
credit division, said recently 
the new Lincoln Mark VIII is 
targeted particularly at 
owners of the Lexus SC 400 
coupe. Lofty goals considering 
the SC 400 is consistently rated 
at the top of its class and 
recently was voted Motor 
Trend’s Import Car of the Year. 

In 1993 Lexus design engi- 
neers have added several 
refinements to the surreal F-16 
fighter jet body style. Most 
apparent are the passenger- 
side airbag (SRS), the auto- 
matic seatbelt system, a 


tweeked engine and tougher 
s u s p e n s i o n , a prewired 
mobile phone option and a 
more ‘ 4 i n t e 1 1 i g e n t ’ ' 
transmission. 

The 32-valve V8 is the same 
motor used in the LS 400, but 
tuned for a more resonant 
sound. Rated at 250 horses and 
260 ft-lbs. of torque, the SC 
gobbles plenty of road and 
provides smooth Mach 1 pass- 
ing speed. Yet, driven intel- 
ligently, the coupe uses 
surprisingly little fuel at an 
EPA tested 18 mpg city and 23 
highway. 

Double-wishbone suspen- 
sion coupled with rear wheel 
drive, gas shocks, progressive 
rack and pinion steering and 
suspension bars attached 


directly to the body allows the 
driver a tight, comfortable ride 
at upper-end highway speeds. 

A 4 speed electronically 
controlled transmission is new 
this year featuring the “intel- 
ligent control system” (ECT-i) 
which retards ignition timing 
during shifts. SC also is faster 
off the line with a lower rear- 
end gear. 

Additional standard fea- 
tures in 1993 include leather 
seats, cruise control, power 
seats and automatic climate 
control. Also standard is the 
two-driver memory system that 
brings seats, outside mirrors 
and the steering wheel back 
into place with the touch of a 
button.
